HANOVER, N. H., Dec. 22.—(/P) 


—Dr. Ernest Martin Hopkins, pres- 
ident of Dartmouth 
College, in 


his first public statement on the 
prohibition question, 
today 
de- 


clared his opposition to the 18th 
amendment. 


He outlined his attitude in a let- 
ter to the National 
Temperance 


Council, composed of the princi- 
pal officers of national temper- 
ance organizations, in reply to a 
request 
from the council for a 


statement of his views. 
He said: 


"I do not see how individuals or 
organiaztions whose solicitude 
for building up a spirit of temper- 
ance can cintinue either to beleive 
in or to support the theory of the 
practice of he 18th amendment as 
defined in current legislation." 


He previously 
had 
refrained 


from making any public statement 
of his opinion in the belief that 
to do so would create misunder- 
standing in regard to the attitude 
of the college and because he felt 
that practice 
might 
eventually 


show prohibition to be conductive 
to temperance. 


"Now, 
however, 
looking 
back 


over a period of time in which 
at least the tendencies developed 
by the American can be shown, he 
wrote, "I cannot see, in the large, 
that advantage has accrued to any- 
body, except possible to industrial 
efficiency, in the enactment of tho. 
amendment and in the mass of 
legislation which has followed in 
its trail." 


He said he did not believe it a 


proper function of the constitution 
"to devise sumptuary 
provisions 


for personal conduct" or that de- 
tailed 
provisions "for 
increasing 


the industrial efficiency of work- 
men belong in a national chartei 
of any government except of one 
more frankly utilitarian than I am 
willing to see the United States 
become." 
"I feel so strongly In regard to 


the desirability of temperance in 
the use of alcoholic liquors, as in 
all other things," he said, "that 
despite by objections to the' whole 
theory of the 18th amendment, 1 
would support it if I either had 
seen or was seeing at the prcsenl 
day any evidence to justify a be- 
lief that legislation enacted undei 
the amendment 
had worked 
or 


that It could be made to work. 
"Instead of seeing this, my ob- 


servation in traveling about 
the 


United States is that great areas 
which used to be wholly dry are 
now saturated, not only with alco- 
holic liquors but with a spirit of 
complete abandon in regard to the 
control or use of these. 


"Likewise, the original attitude 


of resentment against the use of 
law for the support of this amend- 
ment has given place to a com- 
plete indifference to the require- 
ments of law, which to me is a 
more dangerous situation." 


"Meanwhile, money which 
was 


originally collected in excise on 
liquor and paid to the national 
government, plus the swollen prof- 
it of inflated prices on liquor and 
the further profits of cutting and 
cheapening liquor, has been made 
available to the extent of hundreds 
of millions of dollars for corrup- 
tion. Thus the law has subsidized 
the building up of an underworld 
empire or enormous power back- 
ed by enormous financial resour- 
ces."

pality is said to have created much 
discontent among the population. 


More than a dozen persons were 


injured and nearly 50 were arrest- 
ed, but the riot did not assume 
more serious proportions because 
the police were prepared for it. 
They lined the streets from 
the 


railway station to the palace with 
school children, hoping that the 
friends of Prime Minister Marquet, 
who is one of the prince's princi- 
pal opponents, would call off any 
contemplated 
demonstration 
for 


fear of hurting the children. 
But the Marquet adherents were 


massed near the station exit and 
as soon as the prince showed him- 
self rioting began. Yesterday the 
100 men 
of Monaco's

army were mobilized to 
prevent 
such an outbreak, but the prince 
postponed his arrival for a day.

of police and 
soldiers 


found themselves obliged to leave 
the prince's side and disperse the 
crowd. 
They made arr«sts by the doz- 


ens, 
carrying their prisoners away 


in their arms and

dragging them along tho street by 
the hair. 
When things had quieted down | 


and the prince finally got to the 
palace the army stationed itself in 
the public square with fixed bay- 
onets as a warning to the rioters.

the two legislative councils. There 
was another election after 
that, 
and the situation was quieter for 
a time. 
Discontent was increased by the 


recent failure of a real estate firm 
headed by the brother of the .pre- 
mier, who is also mayor of Monte 
Carlo. The mayor is facing charg- 
es growing out. of the failure and 
his brother is in prison. 
With the failure of the Marquet 


firm difficulties arose again and 
the prince oncn more suspended

Devious 
ways 
for circulating 


propaganda arc the resort not 
only of nation against nation or of 
man against man. The subcon- 
scious mind of the individual 
la 


much given to taking a. round- 
about way for getting an unac- 
ceptable idea before th« conacioua 
mind. Unacceptable, you must re- 
member not because the subcon- 
scious is immoral but unmoral. It 
.lust has not kept up with 
the 


times. 
. . 
The favorite device Is to suggest 


something naughty (some repress- 
ed desire) by stressing Us oppo- 
site—as 
for 
example, 
extreme 


prudishnesa, or a painful degree 
of honesty, or even being "nasty 
neat." Nothing could seem to you 
more praiseworthy that your own 
exaggerated honesty, or modesty 
or cleanliness. 
But all the time.the clever sub- 


conscious knows that ideas such 
as these hunt in pairs, ns oppo- 
sitcs; that, just by contrast white 
suggests 
black, as up suggests 


down. So in over emphasized vir- 
tue there is a subtle suggestion of 
fascinating 
naughtiness. 
And 


there you arc; caught in a net of 
your own weaving. 
To take an 
illustration from 


everyday life; If at a time when 
the puestion was not in dispute, 
you should hear frequent com- 
ments on a firm's solvency or a 
corporation's honesty in handling 
its franchise, wouldn't the opposite 
be suggested? 
At once 
there 


would spring to your mind the 
idea of insolvency, or of dishones- 
ty, and the object of innuendo 
would have been accomplished. 


The move of the subconscious 


•when it stresses the good is to 
cover up its tracks, to allay sus- 
picion, and at the same time to 
jjet a hearing for at least a hint 
of the forbidden. 
To be prudish Implies turning 


away from the recognition of the 
immodest. Being over scrupulous- 
ly honest is but guarding against 
a. tempting idea of dishonesty. To 
be constantly scrubbing the hands 
means holding the thought of ever 
possible contamination—not by or- 
dinary means but by something 
occult and mysterious, something 
feared and yet subconsciously de- 
sired. 
A not uncommon phobia—sub- 


conscious 
propaganda—is 
fear 


that others may detect an odor 


about the body. 
This leads to 


constant 
batMing 
and 
changing 


of apparel, * and 
sometimes even 


to withdrawal from all social con- 
tactt -when really there is no ac- 
tual ground for the fear. 
The truth of the matter is that 


the subconscious intuition knows 
that odor is part of the allure- 
ment of sex. 
Carried to its logi- 


cal conclusion 
in the 
conscious 


mind, this idea results In the es- 
tablishment of the great perfume 
industry, and the conscious use of 
delicate scents. 
But the silly subconscious, out 


of 
touch 
with 
the 
conscious, 


dreams of its power to allure by 
odors. The conscious mind, not at 
all interested in untimely sex, is 
hoodwinked by the false label on 
the parcel of'thought sent up by 
the repressed 
Instinct. 
It seems 


to read, "Fear of attracting notice 
by some odor about the person, 
hence the constant scrubbing. 
The subconscious does'not care 


what emotion the conscious mind 
connects \vith the idea so long as 
the idea, gets a hearing. The me- 
chanism just described is equally 
at work in shyness, in this dis- 
tressing complex there are pres- 
ent at one and the same time sub- 
conscious 
desire 
and 
conscious 


fear.

attained, although the victim is 
rather uncomfortable.
